Meeting of Chamber of Commerce. 

A mecting of the membors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce.to consider the new Stamp 
Act was held this afternoun, Those present 
wore the Hon. W. Keswick (Chairman), 
the Hon. DP. Ryrie (Vice-Chairman), tho 
Hon. ¥. D. Sassoon, the Hon. T. Jackson, 
Messrs L, Poesnecker, H. L. Dalrymple, 
Al Ooxon, E. Mackintosh, C. Erdiuann, 
J.S. Cox, A, Gitltzow, A. P. MacConachie, 
W. M. Morgan, and H. M, Baily (Acting 
Sceretary.) 

The Chairman said:—Gentlemen, the 
importance of the Stamp Act and the 
charges under it is the excuse for calling 
you together to-day. The subject has had 
the consideration in comnnittes of the 
Chamber; but it hus been thuaght desir- 
uble by the embers of the Committee that 
the metmubers of the Chamber as. a, body 
should haye un opportunity of expressing 
their views as to the charges under thia act.

The Hon ‘TL & jon said :-—Mr Chair- 
nan, in connection with this stamp ordi- 
uanced have pleasnre in stating tlat.the 
Postmaster General, to my knowledge, has 
been most anxious to meet the wishes of 
the mercantile community in’ this qatter. 
1 know it as had his most careful considera- 
tion, He was good enongh to consult ine 
about some thing of which 1 am supposed 
to have a special knowledge. With the 
imposts on bills of ‘exchange I quito con- 
curred, It will ber great boon that q bill 
of oxchange payable on demand as only 
charged two cents, aud it will usu bo a great 
boon that a cheque drawn on demand 
will only bear a stamp of two ‘cents. 
Asto the bills of exchange the list seems 
to mé to be very reasonable. It has 
been suggested that some alteration might 
he made on the latter part of tho list, 
muncly that every additional $1,000, or’ 
parb thereof above §10,00 requires $1 
stamp. Perhaps it might be possible to, 
alter this and it might boas well to draw 
the attention of the Postmaster Goneral to 
it. Thavo no doubt that it will be amended 
if possible. With the bill as a whole, T 
am sure the Chamber of Commerce will 
coneur. Tf seams to me to ba rea- 
sonable, tearing in mind that it was not 
iu Mr Lister’s power, uor within the power 
of any other peraon, to permanently reduce 
tho revenue derivable from stamps, We 
all know there are a great many works in 
hand—works which must be procecded 
with immediately ond which are of tho 
moat vital importance to every one in the: 
Colony—to impose 4 measure that would 
Tesrer, the revenue.

The Criminal Sessions were resumed this 
moruing. 

‘The Attorney Guneral, (the Hon, E. L. 
O'Malley), prosecuted, 

Yeung Su Lin was charged with cutting 
and wounding a number of inen in @ house 
in Tung Hivg Lane, on the 28th ultimo. 

Prisoner ploadcd not guilty. As: he 
atood in the dock, ho presented a most un- 
prepousessing appearance, His long, un- 
pean hairhung lovguly rotnd his shoulders, 
and ubscured part of his sullen, déjected- 
looking faco, which was ‘sallow. in the 
extreme. Throughout the trial, lo stood for 
the moat part with his ars folded, and his 
head sunk on his breast. 5 

The following gentlemen were empan- 
acllud as a jury Messrs D. MacRae, §. 
Colborn, G. A. Ivanovich, C. 8, Taylor, J, 


Edgar, 2, Schonberyer and J, J, Liacas, 


Lum Akau said he was employed asa 
yunner ia, the Yot Wai boarding house in 
Tang Hing Laue. On the evening of the: 
28th Mareh, he tauk his evening meal at 
the bottom of the staircase. 
upstairs to thé tirst flour, where he saw the 
prisoners and several other — Luarders. 
‘There was no disturbance of any kind going 
on, nor any fighting nor gambling. He 
asked the prisoner if he had had his rice. 
Prisoner replied that ho had; and imme- 
diately afterwards heattacked witness with 
@ sharp knife, inflicting a wound on the 
tight side’of his stomach and also on hie 
face and his hand. ‘ho prisoner cut 
through five jackets in reaching his body. 
A deep scar on witness’ fate was puiated 
ont by him as ong of the wounds inflicted. 
Alter receiving tlie wounds wiluoss rushed 
from the room downstairs, and aitersfards 
became insensible. 

Witness, in roply to . prisoner, said 
neither he himself nor his friends, tiod pri- 
soner up; -nor did one of the ‘men in the 
honse try to shoot him on the previous 
night. 

‘Three other runners of the sama boarding 
house were examined. One said the pri- 
soner only utrived in the house the day 
previous to that ou which the stabbing oc- 
curred. ‘There was no gambling ‘or drinking 
suing on at tho time of the occurrence. 
After prisoner was seized he was tied up 
and taken to the station in that condition. 

Inspector Groy was then oxamined. ~ He 
said Te belioved four of the seven men 
stabbed were only boarders in the house. 
When bronght tu'the Station, prisoner was 
ina aubdned state. He moaned a little. Next 
dxy he seemed to be all right aml spoke 
sensibly. After the charge hal been inade, 
witness sent Inspector Quincey, and Serycant 
Sauerstothe house, and these oflicers brought 
prisoner's box to the Stution. Inspector 
Quincey was at present in Shanghu, and 
Sergeant Sauers was not in Court. They 
were not examined at tho Police Court. 
The box was opened, aud a pocket bouk, 
containing five $20 pieces, some silver, and 
aring, found inside, There was also sume 
European clothing in the bux. There were 
two locks to the boa, une u Clinvse, and 
tle other a foreign une. The Chinese one 
was bruken. Prisoner said nothing on tho 
night he wus charged: Noxt day he said 
he had been accused of stealing spectacles. 
After the case was tried at the Polics Court, 
the boarding house master came and atid 
one ‘of the: prisoner's clausman wanted 
sumo: money helonging to prisoner he 
had in his possession. The - boarding- 
house master handed to witnesa ten $20 or 
§25 pieces, and $48 in silver. Later on, 
another shopkeeper handed np sixteen $20 
pivces which he said prisoner had left with 
him four safe keeping. 

Dr Ayres said the prisoner had been 
under his observation ever sinco he was 
charged. For four or five days le was 

pt under the observation of a Chinoso 
interpreter and also a Spanish one, the pri- 
soner speaking both languages. Both ob- 
servers said prisoner spoke scnsibly, and 
showed no symptoms of insanity. - He also 
answered witness’ questions sensibly, and 
witness had come to the conclusion that ho 
was of a perfectly sune mind. Atthe first 
interview, he said something about having 
bven robbed of a large aum of money, either 
$500 or 500‘gold pieces. Witness men- 
tioned this to Inspector Groy at the time, 

Dr Wharry was also. callud. He vould 
not remember whether or not.the first wit 
ovgs, the one with the deep scar on his face, 
was ever under his observation. - There 
had been aman named Lum Akai under his 
treatment. 

Inspector Grey being unable to say posi- 
tively how the box was opened, or how the 
boarding house master and the other shop- 
keeper came into possession of the moncy, 
the Judgo decided to adjourn the cage at 
twelve o'clock until the afternoon to obtain 


evidence on the points. 


The Attorney General suid that he did 
not think it was nec ssary to call this evi- 
denee unless the prisoner desired it. He 
had never suggested that he was robbed. 

His Lordship said it seemed to him that 
prisoner had: said he was robbed froin the 
first. There was Dr Ayres’ statement that 
he had said, at-the firat interview, that he 
was robbed of 2600, and as a matter of fact 
$616 of his money had been accounted for, 
only $100 of? the whole amount being 
found in his box.. Dr Ayres said the man 
was sane, and his evidence was the only 
reliable evidence in a case of this kind. It 
was very easy to say, wher a man in the 
prisoner's position declares he was robbed, 
that the man ia insane; but here was a lob 
ofmoney not’ where one would expect to 
find it. - It seemed strange that prisoner 
should have divided his money in the man- 
nor it was} and it' was also strange that this 
honey was only brought forward after the 
trouble was started. It was strange, tov, 
that every one vf the witnesses from the 
house were runners. The prisoner would 
naturally prbsent the crestfallen appearance 
which he did when the Inspector first. saw 
him after being tied up and hauled about. 
He would like the points named cleared up 
as there was no knowing what might happen 
in one of these native boarding houses, Hi-
